Since the last war it has become more and more a 
matter of concern that so many children are allowed to 
hike unaccompanied by an adult, or even with adults who 
know nothing of the hazards of mountain climbing. 

Most of my life I have lived on this beautiful moun¬ 
tain slope and have lived on one of our trails for the last 
15 years. 

Also there were resorts every few miles which have 
since been burned out or flooded out. Even then it was 
not considered safe for children to hike alone. True, most 
of the boys in the crowd, from an early age, spent days 
going into the back country but they were trained for that 
kind of a trip. They knew how to handle a gun; they 
knew the rules of the trail and did not break them; they 
knew what to do in case a rattler was coiled in the middle 
of the path. Ask Tom and Bill Schwartz, Harry Caskey and 
Chief Gordon McMillan. 

There are now so many, many people living in Cali¬ 
fornia who know nothing of the mountains and conse¬ 
quently think their children can learn to be rugged by 
being on their own in the mountains. NOW there are no 
rangers, no well-kept trails, not even a fire look-out. When 
an accident occurs the little friend may have to return 
quite a distance before help can be obtained.

ONE COMPLICATION of 

the disease, more common 
among adults than among 
children, is called primary 
chickenpox pneumonia. This 
is an acute, severe pneu¬ 
monia occurring during the 
course of chickenpox and is 
caused by the chickenpox 
virus. 

The patient with this con¬ 
dition usually has a wide¬ 
spread rash, a cough that 
produces blood-stained spu¬ 
tum, and a high fever. Al¬ 
though recovery is generally 
assured with proper medi¬ 
cal care, the individual may 
nevertheless become acutely 
111 . 

Children are normally ex¬ 
pected to contract chicken- 
pox before or during school 
days, and there is ordinarily 
no reason for keeping a 
healthy child away from 
possible sources of infection. 
However, a physician should 
always be called in for a 
diagnosis and medical super¬ 
vision when even the symp¬ 
toms are most mild. 

For one thing, the rash of 
chickenpox resembles that 
of smallpox, and requires 
the experience of a physi¬ 
cian to distinguish the dif¬ 
ferences.
